Always a day ahead of his | 
phantom army, “Sergeant” J.’ ai 


Gallo obtained hundreds of. doll- 
ars from restaurant owners from 


Albuquerque to San Bernardino, 
who cashed his checks after he 
made “arrangements” to feed his 
hungry troopers in the various 
towns, he confessed to Sheriff 
Walter A. Shay yesterday. 

In His confession, “Sergeant” 
Gallo implicated George E. Cole, 
his civilian aide, ander arrest in 
El Centro. Cole was co-author of 
the story of ,the phantom army 
on a march across the continent, 
Gallo said, and cashed checks in 
various towns, through which the 
army was to have passed en route 
to Hollywood, where a moving 
picture was to have been filmed. 
Cole will be brought to San Ber- 
nardino today. 

Wants to Speed Trial - 

Waiving a preliminary hearing, 
Gallo appeared in Justice Jerome 
B. Kavanaugh’s court and: declar- 
ed he was anxious to be sentenc- 
ed to San Quentin to begin pay- 
ing his debt to the. law. Gallo 
was dressed in the uniform of: a 
sergeant and decorated with ser- 
vice stripes and wound chevrons. 

Questioned by Sheriff Shay, 
Gallo admitted his guilt. As he 
recounted his experiences as the 
advance officer for the phantom 
army, he frequently smiled braz- 
enly at the ease with which he 
and Cole cashed checks in almost 
every town from Albuquerque to 
San Bernardino. F 

Gallo said he was discharged 
from the army in Denver in July. 
Broke and without employment, 
Gallo said he cashed two checks 
in Denver and jumped to Pueblo, 
where he Cashed a fictitious 
check drawn on a Denver bank 
for $46. In Santa Fe, N.M., Gallo 
cashed another for $56—confessed 
that he had a mania for cashing 
checks for amounts in which the. 
number “6’" appearéd. : 

Many Towns Victimized 

In Albuquerque, *Gallo said he 
met Cole. Together they framed 
the story of the phantom army, 
he said. Securing blank checks 
from a bank, they cashed a num- 
ber in many towns, always sign- 
ing the name of “Cole L. E. 
Wolfe” or “Capt. Fred Beaver.” 

In Albuquerque, they, cashed a 
$56 check; in Gallup, one for $56. 
In Flagstaff, Needles and San Ber- 
nardino, “Sergeant” Gallo and 
Cole, his civilian aide, told their 
story of hungry troops and res- 
taurant owners opened their cash 
registers to cash checks when 
making contracts to feed the 500 
soldiers. 

Story Doubted by Real Soldiers 

In San Bernardino, Gallo and 
Cole issued two checks. Leaving 
San Bernardino, where their story 
was doubted by army recruiting 
officers, who began an investiga- 
tion. that revealed the fraud, Gallo 
and Cole went to Los Angeles, 
where Gallo bought another uni- 
form and gave his old one to 
Cole, who then became “Corporal” 
Cole. In El Centro, Gallo said an 
officer tapped him on the shoulder 
and said: 

“Sheriff Shay up in San Bernar- 
‘dino*is looking for you.” : 

“So here I am,” Gallo laughing- 
ly remarked.

POLICE. MORE 
AUTHOR 


POSSIBLE SUSPENSION IS 
FACING OFFICER 
CROSSLIN 


Ontario Officer Criticized by 
Police Commission and City 
Council for Not Protecting 
Man Seized by Mob 


Possible suspension from the 
Ontario police force of Patrolman 
A. §. Crosslin by Chief of Po- 
lice W. O. Hardy, for the former’s 
reputed participation in an al- 
leged attack by a mob upon A. 
McDougal, age 61, on the night 
of Sept. 28, was seen in the ac- 
tion of the city council of On- 
tario last night in authorizing the 
head of the department “if neces- 
sary for the good of the depart- 
ment’’ to suspend any officer al- 
leged to have been derelict in his 
duty pending an investigation of 
that officer’s alleged negligence. 
Motion to so authorize Chief 
Hardy was made by Councilman 
Isaac Jones, head of the police 
commission, and adopted unani- 
mously. 


McDougal, who was arrested or 
a charge of contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor, after he 
was alleged to have attempted 
to induce i2-year-old Zelda Hol- 
lingworth to accompany him to 
his room in & -hotel, is at the 
general hospital suffering from a 
fracture of the skull sustained at 
the time of his arrest, 

Mayor Willard D. Ball brought 
the “regrettable affair’ officially 
before the council. He expressed 
the opinion that the action of the 
group of men responsible for the 
alleged attack upon McDougal 
was an affront to the city, inas- 
much as justice could have been 
obtained through the usual chan- 
nels, He added that if it were 








“Lg@tound to be trué that a member 
of the city polée forte” was a 


party to the mob it was a repre- 
hensible proposition. 

Councilman Jones declared him- 
self as heartily concurring with 
the remarks of Mayor Ball. He 
stated that the law ¢contemplates 
that only such restraint as is ne- 
cessary be placed upon a pris- 
oner, and added that in the case 
under consideration it-had so far 
been impossible to ascertain just 
how the injury had occurred. 


The head of the police commis- 
sion also pointed out that the 
McDougal affair emphasized the 
danger of taking the law in one’s 
own hands and declared that as 
far as he had been able to learn 
the constituted authorities had 
not been conferred with aid that 
no effort had been made to take 
the matter up with Chief Hardy 
or Lieut. Arthur Axley of the po- 
lice force, although those who 
planned the arrest of McDougal 
had several hours in which to do 
so. 


Mr. Jones stated that W. B. 
Hollingworth, father of the girl in 
the case, had informed him that 


The police commissioner express- 
ed the opinion that Patrolman 
Crosslin had been lax in his duty 
in that he failed to assume en- 
tire control of the situation or 
refuse’ f> be::a party to the af- 
fair. He declaréd, however, that 
it appeared that the officer had 
little time im which to weigh the 
situation after being called. It 
was annotinced that the affair is 
to be probed by the county grand 
jury, when more light might be 
shed on the situation.

ARE INJURED 


At an estimated speed of 70 
miles, Jeke Hesser, a paving 
contractor of Glendale, drove 
to his death on Highland ave- 
nue (19th street) late Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Accompanied by Mfs, Emma 
Chappelle and two daughters, 
Vera aged 7, and Louise aged 
16, and Robert O. Brown, @ 
civil engineer, Hesser was east 
bound ata terrific rate of 
speed. At Carnelian avenue 
in the Alta Loma section isa 
dip im the road. When the hig 
car hit the dip it first veered 
toward a telephone pole on the 
forth side of the road. The 
driver evidently lost control of 
the ear when he threw out the 
elutech and slammed on _ the 
brakes. The car missed the 
telephone pole, careened to the 
south side of the road and roll- 
ed over over, coming to a stop 
on all four wheels with the en- 
gine still running. 

Traffie Officers Freeman and 
Craigmiles were returning 
from a trip to Cajon Pass and 
were first cn the scene. Hesser, 
the driver, was the most seri- 
ously hurt and died a short 
time after his arrival at the 
San Antonio Community Hos- 
pital. 

The other oceupants of the 
car were all-badly bruised but 
none of their imjuries proved 
serious. Ags it was fully five 
hundred feet from where the 
ear hit the dip until it came to 
a stop the escape from more 
serious injury of the other oc- 
cupants of the car was almost 
miraculous. A partly filled 
whiskey bottle was found in 
the car with various other ar- 
ticles of wearing apparel which 
were evidently torn from the 
bodies of-the occupants as the 
éai zoled over and over, slid- 
ing first on its side, then on-its 
top and throwing. out the oce- 
cupants as it sped on its way. 

Colton Man Killed 

Thomas Tierney, 30 years 
old, of Colton, suffered fatal 
injuries Sunday night when 
the automobile he was driving 
plunged over an embankment 
at a sharp curve in Cajon Pass. 
He died less than an hour la- 
ter while being taken to the 
Ramona Pospital. 


Two other oecupants of the 
car were injured—Leo Wilkin- 
son, of Victorville, who sus- 
tained a broken leg, and Fran- 
ces Tanner, cut and bruised. 
Miss Tanner is also a resident 
of Colton. 


The aceident occurred at 9 
o'clock Sunday night about one 
mile south of the summit of 
the pass. Mr. Tierney was ar 
inexperienced driver, accord- 
mg to Miss Tanner, and driv- 
hie north, plunged off the 





highway at a sharp left-hand 
eurve. The car turned over 
several times.

European Living Standards 


WING to depreciated currencies in foreign countries, the 
varying costs of living, and the differing standards of 
life, it is execedingly difficult to make an accurate com- 
parison of wages. But last year the British Ministry of 

Labor undertook to compile a table comparing London wages 

with those in other capital cities. Twenty-two typical trades 

were selected, and an effort was made to ascertain the quan- 
tity of food that could be purchased with the wages received 
for 48 hours of work... The level of wages in London was 

taken as a standard and ealled 100. 

On that basis other cities showed results as follows: Ber- 
lin, 57; Brussels, 70; Christiania, 92; Madrid, 61; Paris, 68; 
Prague, 69; Stockholm, 87; Vienna, 55; New York, 217. That 
means that the average wage in New York would buy 2.17 
times as much food as the average wage in London, almost 
four times as much in Vienna, three and one-half times as 
much as in Madrid, and so on. 

There is the real reason for the tremendous pressure at 
all of our immigration stations by hordes of people from those 
countries ‘struggling to gain admission to this Land of Prom- 
ise. And there is the real reason, too, why our Constitution 

























‘land laws, as administered under Republican policies, should 


be sacredly guarded. Why is it that some of our people are 
so misguided that they are seeking to disrupt the Constitution, 
or turn out the Washington government, or both? Never was 
the disparity of living throughout the world so overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the United States as it is today, and, para- 
doxical as it may seem, seldom has there been such a deter- 


country on its eminence. 
There can be but one diagnosis for individuals or par- 
ties who thus fly in the face of facts. They are seeking power 
for the sake of power. They have a lust for authority that 
must be satisfied, quite oblivious to the effect of their actions 
on the country at large. Let us hope that our wage earners 
are able to appraise their specious promises at their true 
value, and to cast their votes in November in the light of the 
facts and the record.

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AMAZING GROWTH FIRE PREVENTION SAVES 


POSTOFFICE DEPT. 


The following interesting facts, 
issued by the Postmaster-General, 
Harry 8S. New, relative to the 
postoffice department of the coun- 
try, were received recently by 
Postmaster Kirk of the local of- 
fice, who handed them to The 
News for. publication: 


The expansion has been so 
rapid and at times uneven that it 
has for short intervals taxed to 
the extreme all the efforts and 
energies of the postal organiza- 
tion and the existing appropria- 
tions. This expansion is measur 
ed by two distinct considerations, 
one is the increase in postal re 
ceipts, there having been a total 
increase in three years of $188,- 
508,725, so that the annual re 
ceipts last year reached the sum 
of $572,000,000. The other con- 
sideration is the spread of towns 
and cities due to the influence of 
the automobile. The same num- 
ber of people doing thé same 
amount of business are now 
spread over a far greater area 
than formerly. People are not 
residing so closely together in 
the cities. Because of this fact, 
cities have grown in the last few 
years out into the country and 
suburbs to an extent not ordinar- 
ily appreciated. The mail car- 
rier must go where they are. It 
is not possible to measure in 
exact terms how much this new 
phase in the spread of cities has 
cost the postal service in the 
number of carriers rendered ne- 
cessary, the number of motor 
vehicle trucks required, and other- 
wise. 

In addition to the two fore- 
going elements in postal expan- 
sion; is the demand for better 
service, and to a large degree 
this. demand has also been met. 

To meet this postal expansion 
and the service improvements, 
“regular’ employees have been 
added to the service to the num- 
ber of 17,994. These are divided 
as follows: Railway mail clerks, 
1,459; laberers in postoffices, 1,- 
389; motor vehicle employees, 
372; carriers, 5,297; and_ postoffice 
clerks, 9,479. 

_Within the cities there have 
been established 191 classified 
sub-stations and 537 so-called con- 
tract postal stations.
